DEDICATION 


The 1982 Town Report is dedicated to those men and women from Natick who 
served our country during the Vietnam War era. 


This eleven-year period in American and world history forever changed our 
country's perceptions and understanding of war. For the first time those who 
stayed at home saw not the glory and pageantry of war, but the same horror and 
helplessness that in previous wars only the fighting men saw and felt. 


Despite this realistic look at the battlefield through the media, life 
in Natick proceeded at a peaceful pace. While soldiers died in Southeast Asia, 
Town Officials continued to be concerned about land development and extension 
of water and sewer lines. 


Unlike previous wars, Natick was not called upon to send offa special 
contingent. Instead, individuals flew off for a one-year tour of duty in 
Vietnam. There were no parades when the individuals left, and they were not 
welcomed back as a unit with flags flying and jobs waiting. 


Young people went to war, life in Town went on. Individuals returned 
and were expected to fit back into the fabric of our Town. 


Even for those seventeen men who died in Vietnam, or as a result of 
wounds incurred in Vietnam, public acknowledgement of their supreme sacrifice 
has been slow in coming. 


Lately, Americans have begun to have a better insight into the trauma 
of Vietnam. We can look at this period with greater comprehension of the 
whys and wherefors. 


We are also ready to recognize and esteem more fully the efforts of those 
who were called upon to perform a difficult job under hardship conditions, 
far from the comprehension and appreciation of those they were sworn to pro- 
tect at home. 


In dedicating the 1982 Town Report to those who left our Town to serve 
in our armed forces during the Vietnam era, we, the residents of Natick, 
belatedly acknowledge our appreciation and support of their high devotion 
to our country.

BOARD OF SELECTMEN 
AND TOWN ADMINISTRATOR 


As residents of this community, we have much to be proud. 


Located 18 miles west of Boston, with major access roads, we benefit 
from the greatness of a major New England regional shopping center and the 
development of major commercial corporations that serve as corporate head- 
quarters, as well as a downtown fighting to revitalize while maintaining 
the warmth and the qualities of small town USA. 


With a population of 30,000 men, women and children, we seem to have a 
tremendous spirit of volunteerism that makes possible such quality programs 
as youth soccer, football, hockey, basketball and baseball, the community 
farm, Camp Arrowhead, a juvenile justice support group, Friends of the 
Senior Center, the Natick Arts Council and active scouting programs to name 
a few. 


We are also the home of the West Suburban YWCA and the South Middlesex 
Chapter of the NAACP. 


We have active church and temple groups. We are blessed with the natural 
resources of Lake Cochituate, Dug Pond, Pegan Cove and the Town Forest. 


We have 17,000 registered voters. In an age where government service 
becomes complex, challenging and under criticism, the people of Natick chose 
to reform their government, and in March of 1980 adopted a new Town Charter. 


We discovered it was only a piece of paper and it took people to make 
it work. ; 


So it began in April of 1981, under the leadership of Selectmen Erica 
Ball, Paul Laid and Sue Salamoff, coupled with the arrival of our Town Adminis- 
trator Fred Conley, the newly-appointed manager of the daily operations of the 
Town government, Natick shed its cloak of government controversy. 


The leadership philosophy of the Selectmen and the Town Administrator was 
and is respect for fellow man, respect for ideas, recognition of work well 
done, and problem solving to make Natick a better place to live despite the 
challenge to do it with less tax dollars. 


Each step of the way, two-fold goals face Selectmen, the Town Administra- 
tor and Staff. 


First, to improve the operation and delivery of services of the government 
and second, to be able to meet the individual needs of people. 


In 1981, much attention was directed to complying with Proposition 23 
without damaging the quality of service to the people. We began to deal with 
basic issues, budget implementation and control, personnel coordination, 
labor negotiations, purchasing and the general coordination of the daily 
affairs of the Town. 


In 1982, the first Town Administrator's executive budget became a 
reality. 
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A consolidated, updated personnel by-law was passed. It professionalizes 
the manner in which we treat our employees. 


Seven out of eight contracts were successfully negotiated by the Town 
Administrator. Each provide fair and equitable wages and benefits while 
management rights were strengthened. 


With Town Meeting approval, the School and Town joined together to 
purchase, instal] and utilize a Town/School Data Processing system. 


Town Meeting adopted a flexible Town Counsel By-law that allows Select- 
men the choice of legal service that best suits the Town's needs. The law 
firm of Murphy, Lamere and Murphy were hired to represent the Town. 


Town Meeting approved the Town Administrator's reorganization of Grounds 
Maintenance proposal. 


The Board of Selectmen took a leadership role working with the private 
sector to revitalize the downtown. 


Natick was successful in its grantmanship as well as public/private 
sector initiative: 


(1) The Natick Housing Authority broke ground on forty elderly and eight- 
family units. 

(2) MHFA announced that two hundred seventy-six elderly units will be developed 
off Mill Street. 

(3) Private sector funds and Natick Public Works Department built a forty- 
Space parking lot across from the Town Hall. 

(4) The Town of Natick won awards for $475,000 - Public Works Job Program for 
the development of an interconnector road from Natick Mall to Shoppers World 
and $583,000 for a seventy-nine space parking deck plus twenty additional 
Spaces in the existing Middlesex Avenue parking lot. 


In its licensing capacity, the Board involved the public in each decision. 
The Selectmen began to develop procedures allowing for adequate notice and for 
public input. The Board required receipt of facts before a decision was made, 
and with every decision, protection of the Town's rights and the rights of 
people were taken into consideration. 


The Selectmen awarded a final license with sixteen conditions to Natick 
Cablevision Corporation. It is important to state that regardless of who 
had been awarded the license, without the professional work of the expert 
legal firm of Foley, Hoag and Elliot and the policy of the Selectmen, the 
Town wouldn't have had the appropriate powers to monitor or enforce the license. 


In 1982, Natick Cablevision Corporation broke ground for an office at its 
site on Route 135/Boden Lane. The satellite dish is in place at the office 
site and the tower is in place on Speen Street. 


What is Ahead in 198377? 
Life, today, is less than easy for man, whether it is the hefty mortgage 
payment, how to pay for higher education, how to get or keep one's job, con- 


cern for the environment, or personal health. There is, in contrast, the 
positive human spirit of caring, of pulling together, of helping others. 
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Consequently, with these positive forces, we see the strength behind a 
smaller municipal government work force providing quality services. 


Therefore, we can expect computers in the schools and cable TV in our 
homes, new housing for the elderly, more parking spaces downtown and immproved 
traffic flow, a plan for improved streetlighting. There are plans on tap to 
improve public safety communication with a 911 study for consideration of the 
modern computerized emergency phone call system. 


We are ready to engage a fire management consulting firm to help us plan 
for the future. 


We will place a priority on decision making for re-use of public buildings 
with a recognition of today's needs, neighborhood concerns and long-term com- 
munity requirements. In every area the Board maintains its commitment to keep 
the public informed and to seek their input. 


We will look at access to government service, i.e. Town Hall hours of 
operation. We will not hide our head in the sand on sensitive issues. We are 
concerned about vandalism and other social crimes. We want to know if Natick- 
ites are homeless. 


We also intend to lobby at the State House and protect our interests at 
the County level. 


However, of the many issues and projects facing the Board, it is important 
to recognize our success is dependent on the hundreds who do the job every day 
of the year. So the Board has declared 1983 the ''Year of the Town Employee." 
We are committed to informing you what Town employees do, recognizing that you 
pay for Town services. We know that happy is the person who enjoys his work. 


Government service is a challenge, and we are committed to ask the right 
questions. What is the best way to do the job? What services do our citizens 
need? Again, the challenge is two-fold, to provide service and to be available 
to individuals.-:

SCHOOL COMMITTEE 


The Natick School Committee is pleased to report on the scope of its activ- 
ities for calendar 1982. The Committee met on thirty separate occasions to pro- 
vide direction for the system in addition to the numerous subcommittee meetings 
conducted for planning and collective bargaining. 


The Committee addressed a number of major issues related to the curriculum, 
staffing, the utilization of school facilities, the establishment of a modern 
computer facility, graduation requirements, and teacher evaluation. In keeping 
with its practice to involve a breadth of interested parties in the decision 
making process, the Committee utilized two task forces and a number of study 
committees to provide information to it. 


In the area of curriculum development, the Committee authorized the revi- 
sion of the social science program and the language arts and science programs 
at the middle school level. It gave approval to the organization and subject 
offerings for the middle schools. 


During its FY83 budget deliberations, the Committee approved the allocation 
of funds to reestablish positions at the junior high and senior high school 
levels as well as support positions in the guidance and health areas. This action 
went far to improve the delivery of services which were lost in the first year of 
Propisiton 2%. 


The Committee's rental of the '!moth-balled'' Eliot School to a private school 
was a first in the community. The rental proceeds, as required by law, must be 
used to maintain that structure. Thus, the Committee has guaranteed the success- 
ful utilization of a school over a five-year term while maintaining control for 
possible future use. 


The Committee established a K-5 Task Force composed of citizens and members 
of the professional staff to examine the organization, housing, staffing and ser- 
vices at the elementary level. This group worked from May until December. The 
Committee is currently studying the recommendations of the Task Force as part of 
its FY84 budget deliberations. 


In conjunction with the Board of Selectmen, the Town Administrator, the Data 
Processing Advisory Board and school personnel, the Committee developed a plan 
for the centralizing of all computer services in the town. Positive action by the 
Spring Session of Town Meeting resulted in the purchase of a HP3000 and its place- 
ment in the new computer facility at Natick High School. 


To address the process of teacher evaluation, the Committee and the Education 
Association of Natick established a joint study committee. This group proposed 
unique changes in the process and recommended the establishment of the category 
"distinquished educator'' as well as a vehicle for addressing system needs. Sub- 
sequent to the adoption of the joint study committee recommendations, the Commit- 
tee directed the Administration to implement the new program. 


Proposition 2% dealt the School Committee a heavy blow in its first year. 
In the final analysis, the Committee experienced a reduction of $1,894,000 in its 
budget. As a result of its enviable record of planning, however, the Committee 
was able to reorganize the school system, modify programs and streamline delivery 
of services. Its careful screening of expenditures has allowed it to give pri- 
ority to the basic educational program. 


The Natick School Committee thanks the staff, the community and other town 
officials for their cooperation and support. Such an education coalition bodes 
well for the schools and the community.

SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


Calendar 1982 was a pivotal year. On the one hand, the school system ex- 
perienced the effects of Proposition 24; on the other hand, it was a time to Im- 
plement aggressive countermeasures to blunt the assault on education. 


The Senior high school entered its second year as a four-year organization. 
The faculty completed a revision of each department's curriculum. A committee 
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of faculty members and administrators developed more stringent graduation re- 
quirements which the School Committee adopted. The New England Association of 
Schools and Colleges commended the school on the many improvements it had made 
to the curriculum since the accreditation visit in 1977. 


Department efforts at the high school produced the fol lowing: (1) an en- 
rollment of 50% of the student body in foreign language courses; (2) the im- 
plementation of a laboratory preschool as part of the child development course; 
(3) the involvement of students and staff in the dynamic drug and alcohol edu- 
cation program; (4) valuable learning experiences derived from student partici- 
pation in their own credit union; (5) the sponsorship of the Shakespeare Festi- 
val which provided live theater to the students; and (6) the establishment of a 
computer laboratory. 


The faculties of the two junior high schools have worked continuously to pre- 
pare for the implementation of the middle school in September 1983. Under the 
direction of the two principals, staff from each department have revised the pro- 
gram of studies and the course content. Representatives of the elementary school 
staff have lent their expertise to this endeavor. In both schools, the principals 
have capitalized on the interest and expertise of parents. The schools hold 
monthly discussion groups for parents to involve them in the change process. 


At the elementary school level, the Natick Cultural Arts Committee sponsored 
a series of superlative programs in the schools ranging from theatre, dance and 
musical groups to storytelling. The school system, the Arts Committee and PTO's 
jointly fund these activities. 


All of the elementary schools now have Apple I! computers. Each elementary 
teacher participated in a six-hour orientation program. Additional training in 
software evaluation and program modification has commenced. The aim of the com- 
puter education program at the elementary level is to provide computer literacy 
and the opportunity for computer assisted instruction. 


Elementary school teachers and principals developed a major revision of the 
K-5 social science curriculum. The curriculum is a sequential model that pro- 
vides the child with an understanding of the development of the neighborhood, the 
community, the region and the nation. Several elementary teachers worked with 
representatives of the District Court to pilot age-appropriate materials from the 
"You and the Law Program.'"'! 


The Special Education Department refined the Re-entry Program which created 
a cost-effective vehicle for providing quality services to the most severely handi- 
capped of the population in a manner comparable to an out-of-district placement. 
In conjunction with Quinobin and its feeder towns, the Special Education Division 
implemented a promising vocational special education program utilizing funds from 
a federal grant. 


The system continued to reduce energy consumption in the school buildings. 
During FY82, we saw an additional 5.9% reduction in electrical consumption. and 
13.2% reduction in oi] consumption over the amounts consumed in FY81.. We installed 
a computerized energy control system in the senior high school.vand-initiated-a 
Program to insulate and reduce glass area in the elementary schools. 


Finally, whether in the academics, the arts or athletics; Natick Students

took center stage - scholarship winners, competitors on the international level 
in Vienna, Superbowl Champions. We offer our congratulations to all. These 
achievements reflect the interest and enthusiasm of the School Committee, the 
Staff and the community.

REGIONAL VOCATIONAL-TECHNICAL SCHOOL 
DISTRICT 


Quinobin opened for its fifth year of operations in September of 1982, 
with an enrollment of 298; 132 from Dedham, 34 from Milton, 108 from Natick, 
and 34 from Wellesley. 


As a result of reduced enrollment and lack of student interest, the 
Quinobin School Committee voted to drop the Painting and Wallpapering pro- 
gram. The following programs remain: Cabinetmaking, Carpentry, Commercial 
Art, Computer Science, Culinary Arts, Electrical, Electronics Horticulture/ 
Forestry, and Masonry. 


In May of 1982, a Senior Banquet was held in the school restaurant to 
honor 80 graduates. 


Renovations continue on the Carriage House addition and an extension on 
the Greenhouse, with the students doing the majority of the work. 


This school year, due to a federal project written by Natick, and 
supported by Quinobin and the other towns of the District, we now have the 
services of four individuals to assist the students of the vocational school 
in areas relating to their trade, thereby allowing them the opportunity to 
excel.

The Town Clerk's Office, like other Town Departments, has been af fected 
by passage of Proposition 22.

DIRECTOR OF VETERANS’ SERVICES 


| hereby submit my annual report of Veterans' Services and Benefits for 
the year ending December 31, 1982: 


Veterans Benefits - This Office gave financial assistance to 413 people this 
year. As in the past, each case has to be investigated thoroughly to determine 
the eligibility of the applicant. This includes house tnvestigation, former 
employer, banks, etc. The Town of Natick receives 50% reimbursement from the 
State on these cases. 


This Office works closely with Social Security and Massachusetts Employment 
Security Office in helping and advising the veteran or dependents by having them 
apply for benefits and finding them jobs. 


There were three voluntary assignments and four insurance assignments dis- 
charged this year in the total amount of $3,836.10. This money was turned over 
to the Town Treasurer. When there is a large settlement of money that a reci- 
pient is going to receive from any source, he has to pay the Town of Natick back 
for the financial assistance received. 


Veterans' Services - This year, this Department had 4,102 contacts by telephone 
or walk-in. The services of this Office is frequently called upon to provide 
information and guidance as to the laws for V.A. hospitalization and domicili- 
ary care for veterans and filing for compensation and pensions for veterans, 
their dependents, and their beneficiaries. Other benefits are education and 
training, vocational rehabilitation, loan guarantees, reemployment rights, 

etc. During the year 1982, the Town of Natick, through this Office, was cre- 
dited with $227,335.68, going directly to the recipient of the V.A. award we 
applied for them. 


Effective October 1, 1982, V.A. compensations for service-connected dis- 
abilities were increased as follows: 10% - $62; 20% - $114; 30% - $173; 40% - 
$249; 50% - $352; 60% - $443; 70% - $559; 80% - $648; 90% - $729; and 100% - 
Dale 203 


Income questionnaires were again completed for veterans, widows, depen- 
dent parents, widowers, so their pensions would not be terminated. To receive 
pension, you are under an income limit which is why the tncome questionnaires 
have to be received by the V.A. by January Ist of the new year so pension will 
not be terminated if within income. 


All of these benefits are a big savings to the Town of Natick and the 
taxpayers.

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VETERANS’ GRAVES AND BURIAL OFFICER 


| hereby submit my annual report of registration and care of veterans' 
graves for the year ending December 31, 1982: 


We had 48 veterans pass away in the Town of Natick this year: ~5 W.W.1, 
35 W.W. II, 5 Korean, 2 Vietnam, 1 Peacetime. There were ten out-of-town 
veterans buried in Natick cemeteries this year. Two of our Natick veterans 
were buried in the Massachusetts National Cemetery at Bourne. 


The burial benefit law was revised in 1981 that a veteran with a service- 
connected disability, or receipt of pension, or who died in V.A. Hospital 
would be still entitled to the $450.00 burial and plot allowance. However, 
if buried in National Cemetery, the $150 plot allowance would not be allowed - 
only the $300 burial allowance. Other wartime veterans only receive $150. If 
veteran died from his service-connected disability, the payment if $1,100. 


The Town of Natick appropriates $506 per year to care for veterans! graves. 
This is in cemeteries where there is no full-time caretaker. The balance is 
used for replacement of corroded markers or missing ones, and for maintenance 


of maps. :

ACCOUNTING DEPARTMENT 


In compliance with Section 61, Chapter 41, General Laws, submitted 
herewith is the annual report of the Accounting Department for the fiscal 
period July 1, 1981 to June 30, 1982, inclusive. 


All invoices and payrolls presented during the year by the Town Depart- 
ments have been examined both for their accuracy and legal requirements be- 
fore being submitted to the Treasurer for payment. The payments, which were 
presented on 426 Treasury Warrants, amounted to $91,334,794.11. Warrants 
payable as of June 30, 1982 totalled $1,479,657.13. 


The total receipts from July 1, 1981 to June 30, 1982, inclusive, 
were $92,092,495.59. The cash balance on hand June 30, 1982 $2,776,272.79 
plus invested cash of $1,279,828.17 for a total of $4,056,100.96, which is 


a decrease of $2,955,117.12 under the balance on hand at the end of the pre- 
vious fiscal period. 


Monthly notices of appropriation condition were forwarded on State- 
approved forms to all Town Officers, Committees and Boards charged with the 
expenditure of Town funds. 


Detailed statements of all departmental budgets were compiled showing 
amounts for each item expended in 1981-1982, appropriated for 1981-1982 


and requested for 1982-1983. Copies of each budget were forwarded to the 
Finance Committee. 


The unexpended appropriation balances, exclusive of Sewer, Water and 
Parking Meter, returned to the 1981-1982 Revenue Account amounted to 
$846,479.79, a decrease of $390,467.09 under the prior year. 
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As required by law, under Section 54A, Chapter 41, General Laws, notice 
was given to the Assessors of the total 1981-1982 receipts, except from taxes, 
loans, trust funds, federal grants and revolving funds, and the source of such 
receipts was specified.

TOWN COUNSEL 


The responsibility of Town Counsel is to provide advice and consulta- 
tion to all Town Officers and employees on legal matters which affect the 
Town in lawsuits in which the Town is a party. In 1982, the position of 
Town Counsel was restructured to meet the restrictions imposed by Proposition 
24. Town Counsel now holds office hours in the Town Hall on a weekly, 
rather than daily basis. He remains on call to provide assistance as needed. 


The various Town Boards, Departments and Commissions regularly seek 
advice on all aspects of municipal law. Frequently, these issues require 
consultation with Town personnel, legal research, and a written opinion. 
The primary focus in 1982 was in the areas of building code, conflict of 
interest, contracts, licensing, personnel and retirement, site plan review, 
subdivision control, Town Meeting and zoning. 


Among the major projects which required legal assistance were: 


Contracts for the hardware and software components of the computer 
system installed by the Town and the School Department on a cooperative 
basis; the lease of land across from the Town Hall for sorely needed park- 
ing in the downtown area; the Occupational Health Plan for Town employees; 
establishing the Major Daniel Murphy Center, with the generous assistance 
of the family of this distinguished Natick son; the sale of the Coolidge 
Junior High School to the Natick Housing Authority; the major revision of 
the Personnel By-law; the reorganization of the Town's grounds maintenance 
functions into a new division of the Department of Public Works; and the 
Spring and Fall Annual and Special Town Meetings. 


Several lawsuits were resolved in 1982. Among the highlights were the 
collection of a substantial portion of the real estate taxes due from the 
bankrupt owner of a nurshing home; successful defense of the award of the 
computer contract against a challenge by a disgruntled bidder; successful 
defense of the award of the school energy management system contract against 
a challenge by an equally disgruntled bidder; successful defense of a crimi- 
nal action by a police officer alleging overtime payments due; successful 
defense of a suit by a vendor seeking to have the Town pay for materials 
supplied to a federally funded CETA program; and successful defense of an 
attempt to force the Town to pay for money due from a contractor to a 
subcontractor. 


There are several pending lawsuits against the Town at this time, 
including personal injury suits, claims for wages and benefits alleged 
to be due, zoning appeals and challenges to the Town's Site Plan Review 
and Special Permit By-law. 


Town Counsel's work requires the support of all Town personnel. 1982 
was my first full year in this position, and | am grateful for the assistance 
and cooperation provided by the Selectmen, Fred Conley, Michael Rourke, Kay 
Fleming, Ann Greel, and all of the Departments, Commissions and Committees 
personnel. The Town of Natick is fortunate to have full-time and part-time 
employees and volunteers who give so generously of their time.

DEPARTMENT OF PUBLIC WORKS 


This is the 61st and final report of the elected Commisstoners of Public 
Works. Under the Charter, the powers and duties of the Board shall be assumed 
by the Town Administrator. 


Mr. Thomas Huddy was elected to a one-year term as Commissioner of Public 
Works. 


During the year, Mr. Raymond Cudak and Mr. William White retired after 
many years of faithful service. We wish them well in the retirment years. 


Mr. Valentino Bregoli, retired Supervisory of the Highway Division, 
passed away. Our condolences are extended to his family. 


ENGINEERING DIVISTON 


The Engineering Division performed the survey and are presently preparing 
topography plans for the proposed water main extension on North Main Street. 


Also the complete design of the proposed reconstruction of South Main Street 
from Bennett Street to the Sherborn town line is being done in house. The 
microfilming of all engineering plans, as voted at the last Annual Town Meet- 
ing, is under way. 


H |GHWAY 


700 feet of drainage was installed on Walnut Street and Roundwood Road 
to alleviate a serious flooding problem. Also a section of drain pipe was 
relaid on Appleton Road. The annual road maintenance and oiling program was 
continued. The Union Street reconstruction under Chapter 90 funding was 
finally completed. The design for the reconstruction of South Main Street 
is now under way and bids should be advertised in the near future. 


WATER 


Under a grant from the State, a leak detection program was conducted. 
50% of the water system was surveyed. Equipment was purchased under the 
grant and Water Division employees were trained so that an in-house ongoing 
leak detection program will continue. The meter replacement program was 
continued this year. A rehabilitation grant from the State was also received 
and plans are under way to replace the water main in North Main Street. We 
are also applying for another grant to continue improvements to the water 
system. The Department of Environmental Engineering finally approved our 
request for a well site on the former Stigmatine property and shortly nego- 


tiations will begin with the Board of Regents of Higher Education and the 
Town of Dover. 
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SEWER 

Two sewer pumping stations were renovated during the year. Also all 
sewer mains were flushed in the spring and fal] 
SANITATION 

Because of the elimination of the holiday collections, all routes are 
being rotated annually so that each area of the Town will share when more 
than one holiday falls on the same day of the week. 
LANDFILL 

The Department of Environmental Quality Engineering "'order to comply' 
is still in effect and we are continually working to bring the landfill up 
to required standards.

Home visits made for contagion and other related matters totalled 1382. 

Tine and Mantoux tests for TB totalled 163. 10 were positive reactors, 
all of which were put on chemoprophylaxis and checked every 3-4 months for 
1-2 years, as indicated by progress. 


A total of 64 babies attended the Board of Health's Well Child Conferences, 
and 59 various immunizations were administered. 
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There were 6 premature births reported for 1982. Financial aid was re- 
quested by one family, One was granted. Premature and post-partum home visits 


totalled 80. 


Twenty-three children were screened in the Lead Poisoning Prevention Pro- 
gram, of which two exceeded the maximum blood lead level. 


Fifty-one weekly Blood Pressure Screening Clinics were held. 308 resi- 
dents attended and 46 were referred to their private physicians. 


Flu Clinics were held according to State guidelines at Cedar Gardens and 
at the Board of Health office. A total of 624 residents were innoculated, and 
no adverse reactions were reported to the Health office. 


A Diabetic Screening Clinic was held in March. 62 residents were screened; 
16 were referred to their private physicians. 


Skin Cancer Screening Clinics were held in May and October. 59 residents 
were screened; 22 were referred to their private physicians. 


A total of 3,768 vials of various biologics were distributed to Natick 
physicians in 1982. 


Fees collected and returned to the Town Treasury for dump permits, various 
licenses, and inspections totalled $98,289, representing an 8 percent increase 
over 1981. 


The annual Rabies Clinic was held in June; a total of 340 dogs were vacci- 
nated and $1,020 in fees was returned to the Town Treasury. 


A total of 497 inspections were conducted of 132 food establishments of al] 
types. A total of 2,743 inspections, complaint investigations, progress 


inspections, and calls in the field were made by Board of Health staff relative 
to environmental sanitation and other public health matters. 


Milk, water, and swab testing totalled 348 individual tests. 


A total of 8 Show Cause Hearings and Court Cases were necessary in 1982. 
In January, a court challenge of the Board of Health fee schedule by a major 
Supermarket chain was decided in the Town's favor and the fee schedule was 
upheld. 


A return to normal rainfall resulted in an increased mosquito population. 
Inaccessible swampy breeding areas were sprayed by helicopter twice. The re- 
duced aerial spraying appropriation was only partly counterbalanced by stepped 
up ground larviciding, backpack spraying, and water management efforts. 


Discovery of a human case of Eastern Equine Encephalitis (sleeping sickness) 
ina neighboring town in September emphasizes the need for continuation of 
aerial mosquito spraying to reduce the likelihood of the disease spreading. 


The Board of Health is still very concerned about other diseases carried 
by mosquitoes and ticks which can be transmitted to humans and animals. Some 
of these diseases are heartworm disease, tularemia, spotted fever, and tick 
paralysis.

The Board of Health continues to be concerned about the problem of hazardous 
waste. Late in the year, after careful study, the Board recommended against 
renewal of the State license to transport and store hazardous waste which was 
pending for a West Natick firm. As the year ended, the State Division of 
Hazardous Waste had not reached a decision on the license renewal.

RECREATION COMMISSION 


1982 was a banner year for the Natick Recreation and Park Department, 
highlighted by the long awaited move to Daniel J. Murphy Center at the 153 
North Main Street location. This move and occupation, along with the service 
of 13,000+ participants through recreation programs and the effective mainte- 
nance of 200+ acres of park and conservation land proved to be instrumental in 
the Department's ability to achieve its leisure goals. 


Murphy Center provides the Department and the Town with a number of 
Opportunities which are being currently utilized. These include the following: 


1. Function/meeting rooms, a gymnasium and outdoor playfields, which are 
utilized by both Recreation Division and community leisure groups. The De- 
partment was able to improve such programs as the pre-school playgroups, drama 
workshop, Grade 4-6 basketball and special events, while instituting such pro- 
grams as Grade 5 & 6 softball, Grade K-3 After School and Pre-school tumbling 
and exercise thanks to the use of these areas. Over forty community groups 
were also able to utilize these facilities during this active leisure year. 


2. Teen room, which helps the Department to reinstitute the Neetega Teen 
Program for Natick's teenagers. 


3. Permanent operation area for Town offset press, through which Recreation 
Division Staff provide printing for all Town Departments. 


4, Administrative and work space areas for Recreation & Park Division Staffs. 


The staff of the Recreation Division was able to provide residents with 
over seventy quality leisure programs: while keeping the fees at the lowest rate 
possible in 1982. Methods used by the staff included: 1) the continuance of 
eight regional programs with surrounding Recreation & Park Departments, such as 
Framingham, Wayland, Wellesley and Dover; 2) the continuance of six major De- 
partment programs, which involved close working with such associations as 
Parents of Handicapped, Friends of Natick Drama Workshop, Natick Youth Basket- 
ball Association, Women's Softball Association, Women's Basketball Association 
and Men's Softball Association; and 3) the coordination with such Town and 
community agencies as the Natick Public School Department in providing Grade 
7 & 8 boys and girls with a quality basketball program and the Natick Center 
Associates, and its members in providing the Summer Concert Series and other 
major holiday events. 


“Renovations to convert Murphy School to a community recreation area was 
done at a considerable savings thanks to the diligent work of the Natick Park 
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Division along with seasonal help from the Department of Public Works and the 
Forestry Division. The work encompassed partitioning, insulation and wal] 
construction, security measures, room adaptation and outdoor ballfield and 
playground improvements. 


The Town, via the Board of Health and the Recreation and Park Department, 
conducted a water quality study of Memorial Beach and the Dug Pond area_in the 
summer. Results led to Fall Town Meeting approving $8,000 for beach water 
quality correction work to begin as soon as possible. 


The first phase of a three-part plan commenced jn the Fall with the 
dredging and removal of sedimentation from the beach diving platform area 
and the Campus Drive settling pond. The second and third phases are planned 
for completion prior to the beach's scheduled 1983 summer opening. 


Fall marked a busy season for Loker Park (formerly Bacon School) with 
Mr. Donald Loker donating another larger sum of money for the institution of 
a multi-purpose field at the site for neighborhood and resident use. The ex- 
cavation and fence work portions of the project were completed in late October 
with the final fertilizing and seeding portions of the project to be accomplished 
by the Fall, 1983. 


All in all, 1982 was a fruitful and busy year thanks to the efforts of the 
Recreation and Park Department staff. 


On behalf of Natick Residents, we would like to extend our appreciation to 
the many businesses, organizations, agencies and associations for their generous 


support of special events and programs.

There have been fines levied and monies returned to the General Fund. 
There are several court hearings pending relative to injuries by animals.

PARKING METER MAINTENANCE OFFICER 


During the past year, this Department has maintained the parking meters 
to insure that the public receives the proper amount of time for which they 
pay. Preventive maintenance is a very important daily function of this 
Department. 


In order to provide proper operation of the parking meters they must be 
cleaned, lubricated and any worn parts must be replaced periodically. Paint- 
ing of the meters and pipes is also performed by this Department. 


In 1982, | collected, sorted and rolled the total sum of $24,239.25. 
This money is taken to the bank and a check is issued to the Town of Natick. 
In turn these checks are submitted to the Town Treasurer with a breakdown 
report of monies collected. 


Starting in July parking permit stickers were sold by the Town. A 
vehicle with a parking sticker is entitled to park all day in our municipal 
parking lots. To date this program has generated an additional $6,100.00 
for the Town of Natick.

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CIVIL DEFENSE 


Mr. Joseph A, Mangiacotti, was appointed Civil Defense Director of Natick 
on May 3, 1982. 


During 1982, | attended two four-day seminars on Civil Defense Director 
basics, as well as a three-day seminar on emergency operation center at the 
Civil Defense Academy in Topsfield, Massachusetts. | also attended two week- 
end seminars on nuclear fallout in Hyannis. Furthermore, | attended monthly 
meetings for Civil Defense directors in Tewksbury and participated as spokesman 
on nuclear fallout at a dinner given by the Natick Rotary Club. 


At the present time, | am working on three emergency programs. The first 
program is an attempt to organize volunteers who have four-wheel drive vehicles, 
to offer their services during snow storms and blizzards. The second program 
is to organize people with citizens band radios, to assist during emergencies 


for communication purposes. The third program is to establish an emergency 
command post at the Civil Defense Headquarters in Natick. 


Natick participated in all ''Checkerboard'' tests (warning) from MCDA and 
State Police, also acknowledging the test and submitting a test card to MCDA. 


Quarterly reports were prepared and submitted to MCDA for reimbursement 
of funds for certain expenditures for Civil Defense.

HOUSING AUTHORITY 


The need for affordable housing is one of the most important issues the 
Natick Housing Authority and Town of Natick must confront through the 1980's. 
In recent years, double digit inflation and the huge demand generated by new 
household formation have forced the cost of homeownership beyond the means of 
all but our more affluent citizens. At the same time many low and moderate 
income families are being priced out of the rental housing market as a result. 
To alleviate this need the Natick Housing Authority is currently renovating 
the former Coolidge Junior High School building into 45 Elderly Housing units 
and constructing 8 new duplex Family Housing units on the playground section. 
Both projects are being funded by the Commonwealth of Massachusetts through 
the Executive Offices of Communities and Development. 


Local attitudes and policies toward housing growth and housing preserva- 
tion will continue to be a critical factor in taking additional steps to meet 
the Town's total housing need. The Natick Housing Authority Board and staff 
have made a commitment to continue to upgrade and preserve all public housing 
properties and will actively pursue additional funding to increase our family 
housing stock which is in such great demand. 


The following is a list of State Funds currently being expended by the 
Authority to preserve and promote housing in Natick:

~LEONARD MORSE HOSPITAL 


For the past several years, Leonard Morse Hospital maintained a program of 
strict cost containment and austere financial management, anticipating the day 
when the health care industry in Massachusetts would become almost totally under 
regulatory control. 


In the interim, Leonard Morse had been immune to the severe budgetary 
contraints imposed by Proposition 24 because it does not rely upon the Town of 
Natick for fiscal support. That advantage ended in late 1982 when the 
Legislature enacted Chapter 372 of the General Laws, a three-year cost-reduction 
measure that was to threaten the survival of many less-prepared hospitals. 


Unlike many other health care facilities, especially the large intown 
hospitals, there was no need to curtail services, nor to lay off employees at 
Leonard Morse. 


By improving staff productivity and allowing the jobs of non-critical 
personnel who retire or resign go unfilled, a signficant cost saving accrued. 
Thus, there was only an average .6 per cent increase in patient care charges 
throughout the hospital for 1982-83, while many daily rates were slashed 
dramatically. 


Improving the hospital's financial picture during 1982 was an increase 
in admissions, surgeries and more outpatient visits. Simultaneously, more 
donors gave more money to the LMH 1982 Annual Giving campaign than ever before, 
another fiscal plus that enabled the hospital to withstand the first-year crunch 
of Chapter 372. 


Walter T. Burke was relected to a second full term as Hospital Trustee, 
Rosalie Simeone was renamed Board Chairman, Dr. Steven Frager was chosen to 
head the Medical Staff, Mrs. James Lauder was reelected president of the 


Hospital Aid Association and William Van Blarcom was returned as chairman of 
the Advisory Trustee Council. 


During 1982, Leonard Morse created news for a variety of reasons. A 
mother flew from Baghdad, Iraq, to have her baby here, while another woman 
journeyed from Libya for treatment of a respiratory ailment. The hospital 
Staged its first annual 6.2 mile ''Race to Fitness,'' then opened its on-campus 
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Fitness Path for public use. LMH conducted its first community blood drive 
in July, the electronic telecommunications system called LIFELINE became 
operational before year's end and Channel 5's Dr. Timothy Johnson taped many 
segments of his ''Healthbeat'' series at Leonard Morse, for airing during 1983. 


Natick was saddened by the death of Natick businessman George S. Hodgson, 
who had served with quiet distinction as a Trustee of Leonard Morse for 24 
consecutive years, then for another 10 as a member of the Trustee Council. 


It is fitting and in keeping with the theme of 1982 Town of Natick report, 
that the 1969 engraved granite tablet located outside the hospial's Main 
Entrance honoring the Vietnam dead was replaced in December by a large bronze 
marker by its donors, the Rotary Club of Natick. The Rotary memorial was the 
first in Natick which honored those who died in Southeast Asia. 


During the last calendar-fiscal year, Leonard Morse Hospital continued 
to fulfill its avowed mission to provide high quality and compassionate care 
for the ill and injured. None of this could have been accomplished without 
the ongoing encouragement and cooperation of Natick's municipal agencies. And 
for this, we are grateful.

MORSE INSTITUTE TRUSTEES 


The Trustees and Administration of the Morse Institute Library, during 
the second year of Proposition 24, established a goal of improved public 
service in spite of financial limitations. 


The Library applied for and was awarded a matching-fund grant of 
$862.00 from the Massachusetts Council on the Arts and Humanities for Con- 
servation of Library Materials. Restoration costs were $2,135.00. The 
balance of the cost were secured from Library Trust Funds. The materials 
conserved at the Northeast Document Conservation Center consist of six maps 
of Natick dated 1749 to 1887. The maps historically valuable because of 
their antiquity and the information pertaining to Natick, some of which is 
available nowhere else. Restoration of the maps has allowed the Library to 
provide better service to patrons interested in Natick History and Genealogy. 


After careful consideration the Trustees and Administration decided to 
open the Library on Sunday afternnons from 1 to 4 p.m. Staff members have 
agreed to work the extra time. Because of careful budgeting, the new hours 
will continue through April. The staff felt that the extra hours would allow 
families to spend time at the Library together and would be valuable to 
students with research projects and other homework. If this experiment is 
successful, the Library will expand the Sunday openings in future years. 


The meeting room of the Library was used frequently during the past year 
by a number of community groups. This free service is an important way of 
expanding the impact of the Library throughout the community. The groups 
using the Library this year ftnclude:

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After eight years as Children's Librarian, Kristine Higgins left the 
Library to start a family. Although we were sorry to see her go, the staff 
is happy for her and her new son. After several months the position of 
Children's Librarian was filled by Dale Smith. Mrs. Smith, a graduate of 
Syracuse University Library School, worked two years as Children's Librarian 
on the Onodaga County Public Library Bookmobile before moving to Massachusetts. 
Mrs. Smith is a valuable addition to the library staff, bringing with her many 
fresh ideas. 


Finally, in recognition of the Vietnam Veteran, the Vietnam Era Honor 
Roll (85/64-5/7/75) is available for viewing at the Library. The memorial, 
consisting of an alphabetical listing of Vietnam Veterans, is in the Library 
courtyard facing the glass-walled corridor from the entrance to the Library. 
It is established to honor all the Vietnam Veterans, including those who 
sacrificed their lives during the conflict. The money for this Memorial was 
appropriated at Town Meeting. 


It may be viewed during library hours and during special services held 
by Natick Veterans. The Vietnam Era Honor Roll, when completed, will be an 
excellent addition to the other memorials in the Library courtyard. 


The Trustees would like, once again, to take this opportunity to thank 
the Library Staff for their excellent service to the community.

MORSE INSTITUTE 


In 1983 the theme for National Library Week is "Go for it! Use your 
Library.'' As 1983 unfolds the staff of the Morse Institute will make it more 
convenienct than ever for the community of Natick to use the Library by pro- 
viding three more hours of service each week on Sunday afternoon. 


In 1982, the Young People's Library provided a fuller program of services 
than ever for the preschool and elementary aged children. Four groups of weekly 
preschool storyhours were held from February through May and again from October 
through December. Besides hearing a story each week, the children were involved 
in a variety of songs, fingerplays, and creative movement activities. Two 
groups of afternnon storycrafts were held during approximately the same months. 
Each week children in grades kindergarten through second heard a story and then 
did a related craft activity. Also, a Spring film series entertrained the 
younger children on Wednesday afternoons. 


During the Summer, the Children's Librarians ran a Balloon Days Book Club 
which attracted 170 children and an Around the World Storycraft Program which 
involved 55 children. Additionally, there was a series of seven films and a 
summer storyhour program. All of these programs were wel! attended as was a 
story telling program in April featuring Storyteller Virginia Tashjian. The 
Fall saw the start of ''Story Adventure,'' a new program of films, stories, and 
activities for third and fourth graders. 


The Young Adult Department sponsored many programs for the junior and 


senior high school aged student. The highlight of the year was a May after- 
noon and evening spent with Robert Cormier, one of the eminent authors writing 
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for young adults today. Other programs included the showing of the mini- 
series THE HOLACOAUST during the National Week of Remembrance and the film 
series SUMMER SPECTACULAR and THURSDAY THEATRE. As a result of meetings 
between School Librarians and Morse Institute Librarians, two groups of 
junior high school students visited the Town library for a slide tape presen- 
tation on the history of the library and a tour of the building. 


Activities in the Adult Department included a very well-attended Summer 
Film Series featuring such musicals as THE BANDWAGON and MEET ME IN ST. LOUIS 
musical concerts by Robert Couchon, Inga Synnesvedt, and the Broadmoor Singers, 
and a visit to the Library by popular mystery writer Robert Parker. 


The library's service to shut-ins continued to increase in popularity 
with mcre than 18 patrons and 3 nursing homes receiving collections of books 
each month as a result of visits by thz Assistant Head Librarian and Bookmo- 
bile Librarians. 


Total circulation for 1982 was 225,368 items, a decrese of 6% from the 
circulation of 1981. 


The Reference Department reports that sets of assessors maps for 1889 and 
1908 were deacidified and encased in plastic for public use. The Reference 
Librarian, besides answering the many requests for information, made monthly 


visits to the Brittany Towers and Natick Nursing Home to show films and pro- 
vide other programs. 


The Reference-Young Adult area of the library is now graced by colorful 
wall hangings depicting a knight and castle theme. 


The Technical Services Department reports that 3,223 items (books, 
records, cassettes, and games) were added to the adult collection and 1,174 
items to the juvenile department. [tn October, the library began using a 
computer terminal to link with the Boston Public Library in an automated data 
base project. 


This report would be incomplete without a hearty thanks to the library 
volunteers who have assisted the library throughout 1982 by mending books and 
preparing new books for circulation. Their cheerful assistance over this past 
year has allowed the library to continue to prepare books for circulation in 
an expeditious manner despite the cutbacks of personnel resulting from 
Propositton 2%. 


The Staff and Patrons of the Library continue to appreciate the donations 
of periodical subscriptions by the Fair & Yeager Insurance Agency, the library 


card pockets from Natick Trust, and bookmarks from Natick Federal Savings and 
Loan Association. 


_ In closing, the Librarian wishes to express appreciation to the Staff for 
their loyal and conscientious service to the community. The Trustees are 
particularly thanked for their unfailing and vigilant support of the Staff. 
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BACON FREE LIBRARY 


While the major goal of a public library is to give the best possible 
service to the community the Trustees and Librarian of the Bacon Free Library 
must necessarily devote considerable energies to the maintenance and repairs 
of the 102 year-old building. We try to stretch our funds as far as they will 
go in order to prevent further deterioration. Our efforts have been worthwhile 
because there has been a steady improvement in the appearance over the past 
five years. 


Specifically, in 1982 the large heavy windows were rehung so that they 
could be opened and closed easily and safely. A new bulkhead and stairs were 
built to replace rotten ones that were dangerous and let in cold air and damp- 
ness. Front hall carpeting was installed in order to eliminate the danger of 
torn, worn carpet in a public building. A fresh coat of paint on the walls 
of the front entrance and main room considerably brightened those areas. 


Our role as a community, friendly library continued through our most 
popular services. These were two weekly story hours for ages three to six which 
grown larger each year. Unlike most public libraries our story hours extend 
from Sept. to June. Activities included were movies, finger plays, songs, 
picture book reading, drawing and games. 


Another popular feature that makes us unique is that almost every printed 
item, puzzles, cassette tapes, records and games are allowed to circulate. In 
addition, the new adult reserve books can be borrowed for two weeks instead 
of the standard seven days. Our selection of new adult books has attracted 
borrowers from a wide area over the past few years; however, the rapid increase 
in the cost of books has prevented us from buying as much as the public would 
like. Students have discovered that our collection of fiction and non-fiction 
supplements what is available in the media centers of their schools. 


Natick's only museum housed in our building was visited by a variety of 
individuals, schools and organizations, all impressed by the quality and 
selectionof items displayed. The handicapped entrance has made it possible for 
those people to see the museum. 


Natick's Fifteen Gardeners spend time from April to October watering, 
weeding, and planting the grounds surrounding the building. One of their goals 
is to have the community clean-up day in order to have some the heavier work 
done. 


We concluded 1982 with a holiday open house where the area business people 
and active residents were invited to enjoy food, drink, and conversation and to 
see the library and museum cheerful and decorated. The Chairperson of our 
Friends of the Library group, Cecily Parker, organized the festivities which 
gave us a chance to say thank you for community support.

Construction of 318 units at Crow, Terwilliger, Michaux, (Natick Village - 
Phase III) has just about been completed and plans for Phase IV for approximately 
340, or slightly less, units are in the planning stage. 


Prime Computer has been completed and they have now started a $1,666,837.00 
renovation project. 


Lookout Ridge is just about completed with its 21 residential units. 
Phillips Pond, Planned Cluster Development, has started its construction. 
Stimpson Properties has a case in court regarding the hours for a restaurant. 


''The Crossings'' located on Route 135, a new shopping mall has started a 
$1,500,000.00 Mall with prospective tenants starting their alterations. 


The Sellew Project is being held up because of the request--to erect a 
building with six stories. 

The Ford Plant, now known as Office Mall West, has leased approximately 
42,000 square feet to McCormack-Dodge People who are in the process of doing 
extensive alterations in the amount of $140,000.00. 


The Mall formerly known as the Natick Towne Mall has been renamed. It is 
now known as the Cloverleaf Mall. 


Our anticipated expenses for the year are $104,311.50 with an overall 
income from the past year of $103,502.51 which determines that our Department 
is almost self-sustaining and therefore has no bearing on Proposition 23. 


All building permits that we issue with the exception of fences, are 


reported to the Assessor's Department so that proper disposition can be made 
for tax purposes. 
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BOARD OF ASSESSORS 


The Board of Assessors respectfully submits its annual report for the year 
ending December 31, 1982. ‘ 


Steve Adams! re-election to the Board continues the continuity of the 
Board as he rejoins Nicholas Arthur and Edward Herosian. 


Nicholas Arthur was elected Chairman and Edward Herosian elected Clerk at 
the organizational meeting held in March. Since that meeting the Board held 
regular Monday night meetings during the year and in addition held special 
meetings as the needs required. 


We continue our activity in the County and State Assessors Associations 
to keep abreast of the many requirements and changing laws affecting the 
assessment field. There are many new laws proposed each year that are impor- 
tant to this Office. We continue to be in contact with our local representa- 
tives in the State House to assure the best interests of the Town are pro- 
moted pertaining to taxation matters. 


To our Office force, the assistance of other Town Departments and to the 
taxpayers who supported us in our efforts to provide equitable assessments 
throughout Natick, we express our sincere thanks.

PLANNING BOARD 


This is the first complete year that your Planning Board has operated 
with a reduced support staff, cooperating with the Town Administrator's 
efforts to control office expenses. The Planning Office operates under the 
supervision of the Planning Director, Mr. Sisitsky, assisted by the part- 
time secretarial support of Miss Valle. Additional part-time service is pro- 
vided by Mrs. Bransfield, Applications Administrator. The total support cost 
is substantially less than that of the former arrangement of a full-time 
Planning Board Secretary. 


The Planning Board has processed Site Plan reviews and held Special 
Permit hearings on larger, mixed-use developments. The Planning Board con- 
ducted 29 meetings during the year and held numerous Special Meetings. 
Twenty-one Approval Not Required plans were reviewed and endorsed. More 
than 89 Variance Requests and Special Permit applications to the Board of 
Appeals were reviewed, and written advisory recommendations were forwarded 
where appropriate. A Scenic Road Hearing was held. 


In addition to Subdivision Plans, the Planning Board issued Special 
Permits for developments requiring site plan reviews, including modifica- 
tions of prior decisions. 


HOPEWELL FARM - Approval was granted for a 67 unit Cluster Residential 
Development, including 43 single-family houses and 24 Town House units. 
Extensive hearings, including an on-site Public Meeting have assured maximum 
public participation in defining conditions for this high-quality development. 
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PRIME PARK - Approval was granted to the overall Site Plan after review, 
including consideration of development impact upon the underlying aquifer. 
Conditions to the approval include requirements for grease traps and their 
maintenance to minimize parking area runoff/pollution of Lake Cochituate. 


LOOKOUT RIDGE - Two modifications to the original decision were approved; 
one to improve off-site drainage, the other changing pedestrian walk 
requirements. 


PHILIPS POND - 115 Glen Street - A modification to the original decision for 
this Single-family/Town House Cluster Development were approved to adjust 
road rights-of-way. 


NATICK EXECUTIVE PARK - Approval was granted for Building #3 of this office 
complex. A major condition limiting building height to four stories is 
being challenged by the developer, who has meanwhile, submitted an alternate 
four-story plan. It is anticipated that this conflict will be resolved by 
suitable conditions protecting abutter interests and acceptable to the 
developer. 


APPLE HILL ASSOCIATES - Approval was granted for the first phase of this 
Mixed-Use Office Park/Retail Mall Complex to be built on land Fronting 

Route 9 and replacing the present Loehmann store. Thirty conditions were 
imposed to assure a quality development and protect abutter interest, in- 
cluding limiting restaurant hours of operation and prohibiting the construc- 
tion of a separate bar. The developer has challenged this approval on the 


basis that the Planning Board has no authority to limit hours of operation 
nor prohibit the construction of a bar. 


ZONING CHANGES - Upon recommendations of the Board several zoning changes 
were approved by Town Meeting. Land off of Union Street abutting Leonard 
Morse Hospital has been rezoned from General Residential and RSB to Hospital 
Use. Changes in the Single-Family Town House Cluster by-law will permit the 
limited use of the zero lot line concept, allowing up to three dwelling units 
to be attached without permitting any increase in the total number of units 
in a development. 


Two zoning changes to the HPU District (Apple Hill Development) were 
approved by Town Meeting and the Board considers them to be unwise. Al though 
the Board is sensitive to the attitudes of the neighborhood involved, it is 
of the opinion that requiring a berm to be built on the easterly side with- 
out addressing water table and surface water runoff issues may result in 
soil erosion and inundation of neighbors! homes - a result which obviously 
is not desired. 


The Planning Board believes that its work in 1982 has provided for 
expansion of the tax base by approving development with conditions that 
protect the best interests of the Town and its residents.

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BOARD OF APPEALS 


The Zoning Board of Appeals has experienced an exceptionally busy year, 
especially during the last six (6) month period. A total of eighty-nine (89) 
petitions, were filed with the Town Clerk for Hearing by the ZBA. Decisions 
on the same, may be reviewed in the Board of Appeals' Office, or the Office 
of the Town Clerk. 


The Board believes that applications for relief, from zoning requirements, 
will continue to increase, because greater zoning restrictions, placed on 
developed properties, hinder expansion within applicable zoning provisions and 
before a building permit can be issued, the approval of a variance in many 
cases, will be necessary. Also, variances granted, since the automatic accept- 
ance of Chapter 808 of the Acts of 1975, by the Town, if not exercised within 
one (1) year from the date of filing with the Town Clerk, can only be re-estab- 
lished, after a new hearing and approval of the Board. 


Despite financial limitations imposed by ''Proposition 23'' the Board has 
managed to provide the same quality of service to persons seeking assistance 
from this department. While fees have been increased to supplement the expense 
portion of the ZBA budget, the fee schedule has been adjusted in a manner to 
avoid any substantial impact on applications filed, relative to residential 
properties. 


The Board would like to extend a special thanks to Oscar A. Zullo and 
Leonard |. Shapiro. who due to other commitments, no longer serve as Regular 
Members of the Board. Mr. Zullo, after completion of his third term in office, 
did not seek reappointment in order that he might devote more time to another 
civic responsibility, as President of the Natick Rotary. Mr. Shapiro, because 
of demands of his law practice, did not feel he could continue to serve the 
Board as a Regular Member and submitted his resignation to the Board of Selectmen 
on October 13, 1982. These gentlemen contributed their expertise in business 
and law, unselfishly, and their talents and enthusiasm, are truly missed. 


William L. Snow and Edward C. Ehrlich, were selected by the Board of Select- 
men to serve as Regular Members of the Zoning Board of Appeals and having served 
in the capacity of Associate Members and acquired valuable knowledge and 
experience, essential in the application of State and Local Zoning Laws, are 
well qualified to assist in the work of the Board, 


The Board welcomed Richard P. Winchester and Stephan J. Joachim, as 
Associate Members to the Board all Members look forward to working together 
in 1983 and will continue to contribute their time, efforts and talents, in 
assisting the Natick Citizenry.

SUPERINTENDENT OF INSECT AND PEST 
CONTROL 


A basic summation of my report is best presented by a public release 
dated April 21, 1982: 


"In view of the two recent actions taken by Town Meeting, one to 
rescind a previous vote to provide funding for a 1982 Gypsy Moth Control 
program and the rejection of an alternate proposal which would have pro- 
vided marginal foliage protection, no Town-administered control program 
will be in place this season. 


"| have very serious reservation about the factual content of the 
arguments presented contrary to my proposed control program. My personal 
feeling is that the Town was deluded, misguided and misrepresented by a 
small, but vocal group, who do not understand the practical dynamics of 
approved chemicals. Simply put, a ‘clinical case' can be made against any 
form of matter in our chemical structure. Of equal concern to me is the 
lack of direction and guidance by the Board of Selectmen, and the apparent 
collusion by an aggressive District Manager of a biological control material, 
who appeared more concerned with enhancing his product, rather than what 
would provide the best control for the Town as a whole. Also editors, edi- 
torially-slanted reporters and cartoonists who fail to be objective and 
unbiased, compound reality. 


"By all qualified field testing and experience, | continue to believe 
that Natick will be subjected to another year of major defoliation, with 
increased tree mortality or significant stressing and vigor weakening. 

The magnitude of such loss will be greatly enhanced in the areas that have 
been defoliated in prior years. Economic losses will vary according to 
location, vigor and degree of protection afforded. 


"In my opinion, there are no effective means short of spraying that 
will significantly reduce populations when in epidemic numbers, yet | would 
not discourage such effort, in that it might serve to humble people to the 
intrinsic qualities of Nature. 


"Capable and qualified arborists are available to assist you ina 
comprehensive control program to protect the equity on your property. The 
use of Micro-Injections (systematic applications) should be considered on 
specimen trees or in sensitive areas for pest control and fertilizing. 
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"Protective measures such as site improvement, regular feeding, 
watering and pruning and size reduction should be considered. 


"| have difficulty in equating any victory for any side in this issue. 
TIME will have to define loss or victory. In all sincerity, | will be the 
MOST pleased person in Town if anything less than what | have predicted 
occurs.'' 


An extremely wet and cold hatch season weighed heavily in a missyn- 
chronization of normal development of the Gypsy Moth this season. This was 
evidenced by noting in mid June of masses of larvae in all instar phases to 
complete pupation. 


The presence and impact of natural wilt has yet to be confirmed. 
Defoliation did occur in certain limited areas of Town, but I| am stil] 
guardedly optimistic that the small number of egg masses generated wil] 
border just under indemic in 1983. 


| strongly support any effort by the Board of Selectmen or the Town 
Administrator to bring together varied community interests to create an 
objective forum concerning the total philosophy of pesticides.

TREE WARDEN 


Much of the effort of the Tree Warden in 1982 was channelled to the 
development of and the finalization of the Town Administrator's Land 
Facilities and Natural Resources Task Force. This effort followed on the 
heels of a temporary work model of combined work forces developed in the 
Fall of 1981, and implemented January 1, 1982. Departmental benefits as 
related to the Forestry Department, in terms of possible projects accom- 
plished, did not occur because of a variety of reasons, including weather 
and the Town's choice of staff reduction in the Park's Division and to 
accomplish the renovations to the Murphy Recreation Center in house. 


Town Meeting's acceptance of the Land Facilities and Natural Resources 
Division will place in motion the opportunity to provide more direct and 
efficient control of thos existing agencies which deliver land and natural 
resource services. 


The role of Tree Warden under the new structure will continue to provide 
the professionalism and expertise required to conform to Chapter 87° M.G.L. 
(Public Shade Tree Act).

HISTORIC DISTRICT COMMISSION 


During the year, the Historic District Commission received many inquiries 


from Town residents asking for clarification on the purpose of Historic Districts 
and the function of the Commission. 
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Briefly stated, the purpose of the historic districts is to provide the 
town with a sense of continuity with its past by preserving the flavor of its 
distinctive architecture. 


The function of the Historic District Commission, as outline in the 
Massachusetts Historic District Act and the Town By-Laws, is to certify appro- 
priate alterations or constructions within the two historic districts under 
its jurisdiction before any work is done. 


For identification, there are 64 properties in the John Eliot District 
in South Natick and 63 Properties in the Henry Wilson District on West Central 
Street. Signs have been erected by the Commission to indicate the boundaries 
of each district, and maps of both districts are posted in the Town Hall. 


Applications for certificates are available in the Town Clerk's Office. 
However, since there are many things excepted from jurisdiction (paint color, 
screen and storm windows and doors, for examples), property owners are encouraged 
to make advance inquiries to the Commission for clarification on considered 
changes. 


Most of the Commissions work this year involved advance inquiries, and 
because there were no public hearings required during the year, the budget was, 
fortunately, kept to a minimum. 


Less fortunately, in November the Commission regretfully accepted the 
resignation of its Chairman for the past five years, Attorney David E. Marr. 
The members voted unanimously to thank him for his years of service to the 
Commission and to wish him much success in his new endeavors. 


To fill the vacancy created by Mr. Marr's resignation, the Board of Select- 
ment appointed Attorney A. Lawrence Glynn as an alternate and David Crockett 
as a regular member.

HISTORICAL COMMISSION

information will be available for public and private research and will be 


preserved for future generations. 


The Commission has assisted in deed searches by private property Owners 
and has continued the sale of the HISTORY OF NATICK book by Michael J. Crawford. 
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Current work involves nomination of the Henry Wilson Shop to the National 
Register of Historic Places and consolidation and printing of historical 
material.

His 
appointment became effective at the time of the resignation of Leo Flynn, 
whom we thank for the service given to the Council and the Senior Center. 


The Council and the Director of the Senior Center, Simon Mosgofian, are 
ever mindful of the varied needs of our senior citizenry and always maintain 
an awareness of the availability of funds to retain our vitally essential on- 
going programs as well as introduce new ones of therapeutic, health and 
social value.

YOUTH AND HUMAN 
RESOURCES COMMITTEE 


Natick Youth and Human Resources was mandated by Town Meeting in 1972 to 
serve youth and their familtes. Programs provided this past year included the 
Natick Community Farm, the Delinquency Prevention/Outreach Program and the Job 
Bank. Staff salaries and Administrative expenses for them came from the Town 
and from the Massachusetts Department of Mental Health. A total of 35 commu- 
nity volunteers serve on YHR, the Board of Directors of the Natick Community 
Farm, tnc., and the Outreach Advisory Committee. The efforts of these indivi- 
duals and paid staff resulted in services to over 700 persons during 1982. 


AT THE NATICK COMMUNITY FARM 


Sixty-seven youth participated in its various work experiences during the 
year. Those who worked in the summer garden earned a share of the profits 
from the marketing of produce: $2,800 was paid out to them for their efforts. 
During the school year, the Farm served as a site for Natick High School Work/ 
Study students. Throughout the year, the Farm again was a worksite for the 
CETA program. A hands-on work and educational experience, kids at the Farm 
learn how to be good workers, including how to be responsible. They have an 
opportunity to explore careers and contribute to the running of a small, 
not-for-profit business venture. The program provides a structured, thera- 
peutic environment where social skills can be developed and an individual's 
sense of self-esteem encouraged. Youth find out about the Farm through friends, 
neighbors, siblings, parents, and the local media. The schools as well as 
other community agencies refer kids to us. Other projects at the Farm in- 
cluded a summer garden for 15 handicapped youngsters run by Natick's Therapeu- 
tic Recreation Program and individual garden plots for 25 community residents. 
Horticultural workshops were given at the Natick Senior Center, to the Grange, 
the Natick Community Gardeners and the Community at large. As in the past, 

a variety of school and other local youth groups visited the Farm on field 
trips. Because of increased publicity, the Farm also became a popular place 
for families to explore. tts efforts to serve as a community resource for 
all ages are succeeding. Services to the community were expanded, including 
boarding and caring for animals owned by residents, bartering with local 
farmers, and landscaping and tending Moran Square in downtown Natick. In 
response to the need for a separate non-profit entity to oversee the complex 
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operations of the Farm Project, as well] as Proposition 24, a Board of Direc- 
tors of the Natick Community Farm, Inc., was established. Their major respon- 
sibility is independent fundraising for operations expenses. Additional 
sources of income for the Project are produce and products raised and sold 

by the Farm itself, and events, such as the Annual Harvest Festival and the 
Walk-a-Thon (sponsored by the Education Association of Natick). 


The Farm will continue to work closely with youth agencies and organiza- 
tions. We will encourage participation in the many projects and activities 
required to maintain and develop the business and educational aims of the 
Farm. By reaching out to adults, as well as youngsters, this unique venture 
provides experiences and opportunities which strengthen the sense of commu- 
nity for all. 


OUTREACH PROGRAM 


In 1982, the Outreach Program pursued its goal of preventing juvenile 
delinquency in the Natick community through the use of outreach, advocacy, 
and alternative counseling services to youth and their families. Our out- 
reach/street work method allows us to make contact with youth who are un- 
responsive to the traditional, clinical approaches of other agencies. At 
times we are able to intervene in a crisis and diffuse it. We are also able 
to advocate for youth and families in need of more comprehensive social ser- 
vices and make referrals. Personal growth groups were run at both junior 
highs during the last and current school years and include weekend outdoor 
activities. Funding for these activities comes from bake sales, flea markets 
and donations from service organizations. This year a "'rap'' group is being 
run at the high school. . 


Street work is being done around Town at places such as Kemps, Fun & Games, 
Natick Mall and the Common. Short-term individual and family work was pro- 
vided. Referrals came from street work contacts, schools, probation, other 
agencies, and from publicity about our services. 


A CHINS diversions program is being developed with the schools and 
juventle probation. The Outreach Worker is involved in the planning of an 
area-wide conference on this subject. Help has been given to several young- 
sters around job seeking skills. 


JOB BANK 


Last year, the Job Bank continued to serve the needs of Natick youngsters 
and community residents by acting as a clearinghouse. Kids who register with 
us are matched up with people in the community who need work done around their 
homes. Youth are generally 12-15 years old and work available is usually child 
care, housecleaning, and yard work. Referrals are made according to desired 
work interest, location, and times available. 213 applications were received: 
207 job orders were taken. The Job Bank teaches youngsters participating in 
it skills needed to locate a job, how to interview for it, how to negotiate 
wages, responsibility, and consideration for others. 


Youth and Human Resources Committee maintains its role in the community 


by providing a variety of services for youth and their families. By involve- 
ment in youth service networks (Greater Framingham Youth Services Coalition, 
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DMH Area Program Administrators, Adolescent Pregnancy and Parenting Task 
Force and Interagency Child Abuse and Neglect Team) ft works on developing 
community education and awareness, service advocacy, and the sharing of 
programs and resources. 


The effects of Proposition 23 on human services is being felt in the 
community. Some services have been eliminated entirely, while the client 
capacity on others is being strained. Money is no longer available for 
comprehensive support services. We are increasingly being asked for assis- 
tance by other agencies, who in the past were able to provide the help 
themselves. 


More than ever, Youth and Human Resources sees the need for community 
cooperation and sharing of limited resources. We thank all who have given 
of themselves in the past year by working with us towards improving the life 
of the community. We urge more of you to join us next year.

DATA PROCESSING ADVISORY BOARD 


The Town of Natick has taken a large step in 1982 by installing its first 
on line computer system to serve the needs of both the Town and the schools. 
Early in the year, we decided that the cost of an in-house facility could be 
justified when compared to our on going service bureau expenses and that the 
Town had the personnel to successfully install and manage a combined Town/ 
School facility. The unanimous support of the members of the Board of Selectmen, 
School Committee, Finance Committee and finally Town Meeting to acquire the 
new in-house system started the project on a high note. As of this writing 
the Hewlett Packard 3000 Model 44 system has been installed for nearly five 
months; students at the High School have used the system for their computing 
courses since the beginning of the school year, and administration activities 
including attendance, report cards, class scheduling, Chapter 766 reports are 
running. Town applications are also returning to the Town's computer and 
include water and sewer billing, census and voter information, payroll and 
personnel processing, appropriations and encumbrance accounting. Terminals in 
several Town Departments permit direct interaction with the computer which is 
located in a new facility within the High School. Progress in all areas is 
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meeting established schedules with budget. Balancing the requests and needs 
for new and improved applications and facilities under Town's fiscal constraints 
will be challenging in 1983 and beyond. 


The lively cooperation among the Board Members and Town and School staff 
has made the year regarding. Aided by the guidance from Jim Connolly and Mike 
Rourke, Karen Byrne and her staff have grown to meet each new challenge and 
must be given credit for an outstanding effort. The Data Processing Advisory 
Board has remained constant throughout the year and we hope the range of back- 
grounds have been helpful in our advisory capacity. 


Our new computer system has already become an important tool in Town and 
School activities. Addition of new facilities like office automation and new 
systems such as real estate and excise tax will help us pe tbes cope with the 
ongoing impact of ''Proposition 23''.

BY-LAW STUDY AND REVISION COMMITTEE 


As requested by a Town Meeting referral vote the By-law Review Committee 
held a meeting and took under advisement the subject matter of changing Town 
Election day from Monday to Tuesday. 


After serious consideration it was the unanimous vote to the Committee 
that there would be no advantage to the Town or to the Registrars of Voters 
of the Town in making a change from the traditional Monday town voting day 


to Tuesday. Monday is used by most Towns throughout the Commonwealth of 
Massachusetts. 


Due to conflicts between the Charter and the Town By-laws, many changes 
in the Town By-laws have been voted since its last publication in 1978. 


Therefore, it is strongly recommended by the Committee that funds be 
voted at the Annual Town Meeting for the reprinting and updating of the Town 
By-laws.

NATICK INDUSTRIAL DEVEL. FINANCING AUTHORITY 


During Fiscal Year 1982, the Natick Industrial] Development Financing 
Authority took action with respect to three (3) applications for projects within 


the Town to be funded by revenue bond financing under the provisions of Chapter 
4OD of the Massachusetts General Laws:

$ 600,000 - Environmental Instruments Inc., Mercer Road 
$ 500,000 - Alloy Engineering Co., Inc., Mercer Road 
$1,025,000 - Arnold Green Testing Laboratories, Huron Drive 


In addition, the Authority, at the request of First Healthcare Supply Co., 
Inc., waived jurisdiction under Chapter 40D to permit the acquisition, through 
proceedings in Federal Bankruptcy Court, of the Brittany Towers Convalescent 
Home on West Central Street. 


The projects covered by the Authority's actions are anticipated to increase 
the employed workforce within the Town and to broaden the Town's tax base. It 
should be noted that the bonds do not constitute a pledge of the Town's credit, 
and will not require debt service payments by the Town's taxpayers. Further, 
it should also be noted that the Authority conducted its activities at no ex- 
pense to the Town.

SOUTH MIDDLESEX OPPORTUNITY COUNCIL 


In 1982 South Middlesex Opportunity Council Inc. (SMOC) completed its 
seventeenth year of operation by providing assistance to over sixteen (16) 
thousand low income and elderly residents of the area. Utilizing an annual 
budget of $6.2 million, SMOC continued to operate a variety of programs 
geared to the economic survivial of its low income constituents. Among these 
efforts were the operation of the following: 


A. Preschool Day Care, Afterschool Day Care, and Family Day Care Programs 
for children of working parents, operating centers in Framingham and Marlboro 
in order to provide quality child care, educational, social, health and 
nutritional services for children 23 to 12 years of age. During 1982, over 
300 children were served by this program. 


B. Regional Headstart Program which provides preschool age children and their 
families with an educational experience, medical assistance, and supportive 
social services in both a center based and homebased mode. During 1982, over 
350 children were served by this program. 


C. Headstart Child Care Clinic which in conjunction with Framingham Union 
Hospital, operates a pediatric clinic for low income children. The clinic 
provides preventive and diagnostic treatment, screening, audio-visual, and 
Denver Development testing, as well as follow-up care and referrals. During 
1982 over 1600 children were served through the clinic. 


D. Weatherization Program which works to lessen the impact of the high cost 
of fuel on low income families through installation of insulation, caulking, 
weatherstripping, storm windows, and other energy related home repairs. 

In 1982 this program weatherized over 130 local residences. 


E. Fuel Assistance Program which provides financial assistance to eligible 
households in paying for the costs of fuel and utility bills. The program 
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also provides legal advice to persons facing fuel and/or utility shutoffs 
and other consumer problems related to energy availability. During 1982 over 
6500 households were assisted through this program. 


F. South Middlesex Alcohol Services which provides a comprehensive range of 
services for the alcoholic and his/her family. Resources range from a twenty 
bed detoxification center, to an outpatient program, to a drinking driver 
program, to a drop-in center for persons attempting to maintain their sobriety. 
The program works closely with the area courts and police departments, other 
human service organizations, and school systems. During 1982 over 3000 persons 
were assisted by this program. 


G. Elderly Nutrition Program which provides senior citizens, particularly 
those with low incomes, with nutritionally sound meals served in strategically 
located centers where they can obtain other needed social and rehabilitative 
services. In addition the project provides a home delivered meals program to 
hundreds of persons in the area. During 1982, 1822 persons were served through 
this program. A total of 119,138 meals were served. 


H. South Middlesex Legal Services provides legal assistance in civil matters 
to eligible low income residents in such areas as housing law, administrative 
law, and domestic relations. The program also operates the Senior Legal 
Services Project which is designed to assist elderly residents with representa- 
tion in civil matters. 


In addition to these programs which SMOC operated directed, the agency 
continued to support the development of the People's Energy Resource Coopera- 
tive (PERC). PERC presently has over 500 area households in its membership. 
The organization is designed to provide information and technical assistance 
with regard to saving energy dollars. In addition the membership engages in 
bulk buying of energy devices, such as wood stoves, wood, thermal window 
shades, insulation, and low cost conservation materials. The organization 
has its own board of directors and is governed by the membership. The 
membership is open to any interested tenant or homeowner. 


In conclusion, the Board of Directors of SMOC, comprised of one third 
public officials, one third low income persons, and one third private area 
organizations, continued to set policy direction for the entire agency. In 
light of the severe federal cutbacks which have affected all low income and 
elderly persons, the SMOC Board has committed the agency to the provision of 
quality programs and resources to assist area residents in their economic 
survival, Chief among these efforts is self help and community organizing.

The Natick Arts Council has continued to meet on the first Monday of the 
month during 1982, with Geraldine Barretto-Sims as chairperson; and due to an 
agreement with the Recreation Department, the meetings are held in the new 
Arts Council office in the Murphy Center on Route 27. 


Changes in the committee's makeup this year include the resignation of 
Francine Brown, and the appointment of Constance LaBossiere and Albert Abany. 
Mr. Abany is presently contributing a monthly article on the arts to the local 
paper, the Sun. 
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The Massachusetts Arts Lottery Council reconciled their accounts and 
distributed the profits to the cities and towns. Natick received $928.00, to 
be sued to fund scholarships, concerts, festivals, and enrichment programs. 


Creative Expressions, the after school program for grades 1-6 continues 
to draw 85-90 students per session in courses such as: Creative Drama, 
and Music Within You. These programs are coordinated by Arts Council member, 
Jean Rizza Cronin, and are held in the neighborhood elementary schools, and 
at Murphy Center. 


An Art Festival called ''Celebration of the Arts'', was held the weekend of 
December 4 and 5. Admission to the festival was free, and. featured the talents 
of Natick artists and performers. 


In December, the Massachusetts Arts Lottery Council announced a new lottery 
to benefit the arts, called ''Megabucks''. Applications for this distribution 
of funds are available from Arts Council members, and at the Murphy Center and 
the Library.

roofs, foundations or floors, including broken or inadequately se- 
cured windows or doors; having defective weather protection (e.g. 
paint) for exterior wall coverings; deleterious weathering due to 
lack of such paint or other protective covering. 


4.4 Interested Parties 
In connection with the notification requirements of this By- 
Law, interested parties are the Building Inspector; the owner(s) of 
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ARTICLE 8 (Continued) 


property which is the subject of a hearing; owners of land directly 
Opposite the subject property on any public or private street or way, 
abutters of the subject property, and abutters of abutters within 
300 feet of the property line of the subject property. Ownership 
of land shall be determined by the most recent tax list. 
4.5 Nuisance 
Any substantial interference with the common interest of 
the general public in the maintenance of decent, safe, and sanitary 
structures and neighborhoods, when such interference results from 
the hazardous or blighted condition of private real property. Spec- 
ific conditions which may be characterized as nuisances may include, 
but shall not be limited to: 
Burnt structures not otherwise lawfully habitable or useable. 
Dilapidated structures. 
Dangerous or unsafe structures. 
Overgrown vegetation which may harbor rats and vermin, con- 
ceal pools of stagnant water or other nuisances, or which 
is otherwise detrimental to neighboring properties or 
property values. 
Dead, decayed, diseased or hazardous trees, debris or trash. 
4.6 Owner 
The person with record title to the property, or his author- 
ized agent, assign or representative. 
4.7 Structure 
A combination of materials assembled at a fixed location to 
give support or shelter such as a building (see above), framework, 
retaining wall, reviewing stand, platform, bin, fence, sign, flagpole, 
recreational tramway, or mast for an antenna or the like. 


Section 5S =Y>-Administration 
5.1 Removal Order 

The Building Inspector shall, on his own initiative or upon 
written complaint, inspect any condition which may constitute a 
nuisance. If, in his opinion, the condition does constitute a nui- 
sance, he shall make a written report to the Selectmen of such con- 
dition, together with a petition for remedial action and shall file 
a copy of the petition with the Town Clerk. 


Upon receipt of such petition and report, the Board of 
Selectmen shall set a date for a hearing before said Board, not more 
than 30 days after the date of filing of the petition with the Town 
Clerk. Notice of said hearing shall be posted, published and sent 
to interested parties of not less than 14 days before the date of 
said hearing. Notice of the hearing shall state the subject matter 
sufficient for proper identification, and the date, time and place 
of the hearing and shall be made in the following manner:

1. SUMMARY OF SIGNIFICANT ACCOUNTING POLICIES 


A. 


Basis of Presentation: 


The financial statements present the accounts of the Leonard Morse 
Hospital and the related Leonard Morse Hospital Aid Organizations. 
Interfund receivable and payable balances have been eliminated. 


Revenue From Services to Patients: 


Patient service revenue is accounted for at established and approved 
charges on the accrual basis. Allowances for contractual, charitable 
and other reductions to revenue for services provided at less than 
established charges are included in the deductions from revenue 
accounts. 


Preliminary calculations of estimated revenue adjustments resulting 
from third-party contractual agreements are included in the 
accompanying financial statements. Normal variances between these 
estimates and final settlements resulting from third-party payor 
audits are included in the Statement of Revenue and Expense in the 
year in which the settlement is determined. 


Inventories: 


Inventories of supplies are valued at first-in, first-out cost, 
which is not in excess of market. 


Property and Equipment: 


Property and equipment are carried at values established by an 
appraisal as of September 30, 1970, with subsequent additions 
carried at cost. Maintenance, repairs and minor renewals are 
expensed as incurred and major renewals and betterments are 
capitalized. Depreciation expense is computed by the straight- 
line method over the estimated useful lives of the assets as 
recommended by the American Hospital Association.

2. TRUSTEE HELD FUNDS 


The Trust Indenture referred to in Note 8 requires the following: 


A. 


Interest Fund: 


The hospital is required to deposit with the Trustee, at the 
beginning of each month, an amount equal to one-sixth of the 
interest to become due on the next ensuing interest payment date 
of the bonds. 


Bond Sinking Fund: 


The hospital is required to deposit with the Trustee, at the 
beginning of each month, an amount equal to one-twelfth of the 
principal to become due within the next twelve months on the next 
ensuing principal payment or mandatory sinking fund redemption date 
of the bonds. 


Debt Service Reserve Fund: 


The hospital is required to maintain on deposit with the Trustee 

an amount equal to the maximum annual debt service. Amounts on 
deposit in the above fund shall be used to make up any deficiencies 
at any time in the Interest Fund and Bond Sinking Fund.

D. Renewal and Replacement Fund: 


The hospital is required to deposit with the Trustee, at the 
beginning of each month $4,167 until there has been accumulated 
therein the sum of $400,000. The amounts, if any, paid into the 
above fund from surplus monies in the Debt Service Reserve Fund 
may be credited against the specific amounts required to be paid 
into the Renewal and Replacement Fund. However, the payment of 
surplus monies from the Debt Service Reserve Fund into the above 
fund shall be continuously made without regard to the amount 
accumulated in the fund.

The hospital is obligated under a Trust Indenture dated June 1, 1975 
to the BayBank Newton-Waltham Trust Company for Gross Revenue Series A Bonds 
with a principal balance of $6,175,000 as of September 30, 1982. 


The Series A Bonds are secured by an assignment of all of its gross 
revenues and other receipts except specifically restricted gifts, donations 
and other contributions, and the Trustee will have a lien on all funds held 
by the Trustee under the Indenture and on accounts receivable and other 
intangibles.

MALPRACTICE INSURANCE 


The hospital is insured for malpractice coverage on a claims-made 
policy. Malpractice insurance expense for the year ended September 30, 1982 
amounted to $63,424. In future years, should the claims-made policy not be 
renewed or replaced with equivalent insurance, claims based on occurrences 
during its term but asserted subsequently will be uninsured. 


RELATED ORGANIZATIONS 


The Leonard Morse Health Care Corporation and its subsidiary were 
examined by other auditors whose report thereon has been forwarded to 
us and certain information contained in this footnote is based solely upon 
the report of the other auditors. 


The Leonard Morse Hospital controls the Leonard Morse Health Care 
Corporation and its subsidiary the Leonard Morse Occupational Health 
Services, Inc. due to the fact that the Leonard Morse Health Care Corporation 
is governed by a thirteen member Board of Directors, the majority of whom 
are affiliated with the Leonard Morse Hospital. 


The Leonard Morse Health Care Corporation and its subsidiary, 
Leonard Morse Occupational Health Services, Inc., are voluntary non-profit 
corporations incorporated on November 18, 1981 and April 30, 1982, respectively 
to raise funds and provide occupational health services to area employers. 


The Leonard Morse Hospital has guaranteed on behalf of the Leonard Morse 
Health Care Corporation, a line of credit expiring in May, 1983 which 
provides for borrowing up to $500,000 at the bank's prime rate plus 4%. As 
of September 30, 1982, the interest rate was 14% and borrowings drawn down 
and outstanding were $55,500. 


In addition, the hospital has advanced the Leonard Morse Health Care 
Corporation and its subsidiary funds for operating expenses and has provided 
personnel and space for which it is to be reimbursed. As of September 30, 1982, 
the unreimbursed amount due to the hospital is $20,810.

LOAN PAYABLE AND LOAN RECEIVABLE 


Loan Payable: 


On February 24, 1982, the hospital entered into a loan agreement with 
Shawmut Community Bank, N.A. to borrow up to an aggregate amount of 
$480,000 through March 1, 1985 with interest at the bank's prime plus 1/4%. 
The outstanding balance of the loan on March 1, 1985 will convert to a 
five year term note maturing on March 1, 1990. This loan is unsecured and 
at September 30, 1982, the loan payable balance was $150,000 with an 
interest rate of 13 3/4%. In the event of a default, the bank is entitled 
to recover expenses up to $37,500 in connection with the collection or 
enforcement of the loan agreement. 


Loan Receivable; 


On February 24, 1982, the hospital entered into a loan agreement with 
the Family Health Plan of Massachusetts, Inc. to lend up to an aggregate 
amount of $480,000 through March 1, 1985 with amounts, terms and interest 
rates coinciding with those of the loan payable to the bank as expressed 
above. Accordingly, at September 30, 1982, the loan receivable balance 
was $150,000 with an interest rate of 13 3/4%. This loan and any expense 
incurred by the hospital, in the event of default, up to $37,500 are 
secured by the tangible and intangible assets of the Family Health Plan of 
Massachusetts, Inc., having a priority only behind the Shawmut Community 
Bank, N.A. Additionally, $167,875 of prepaid insurance premiums and 
physician initiation fees have been pledged by the Family Health Plan of 
Massachusetts, Inc. to the hospital to secure the above loan and is being 
held in escrow by the Shawmut Community Bank, N.A. and by an inter-creditor 
agreement that shall be remitted to the bank to satisfy any obligations of 
the Family Health Plan of Massachusetts, Inc. to said bank in the event of 
default.
